GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC 


Winter Has Been Very Favorable for 
Grading and Track Laying and 
Progress has Been Satisfactory— 
From Winnipeg to Edmonton, 


Montreal. Feb. 10—It is learned that 


the hundred miles of railway from 
Prince Rupert eastward, which the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway eom- 


pany, is eredited with being about to 
place in the hands of contractors, will 
cost,in the neighborhood of $7,000,000, 
Inguiries clicited the information 
that it will be the first of next month 
efore the final location mates and 
data pertaining to the hundred miles 
of railway between Prince Rupert and 
the Kitselas are in the hands of the 
head officials in this city, and as it 
is front these notes that tenders are 
asked, it looks as if a month or more 
would elapse before the first blow is 


struck om the first section of the 
Grand Trunk Pacifie on the Pacifie 
const, 

The statement is made, however, 
that this work will take two years, 


and that by the end of that time trains 
will be running between Prince Rup- 
ert and Hazelton. The engineers state 
that'n large percentage of the work will 
be rock-eutting, and this fact makes 
the contract a most inviting one from 
the point of view of a railway build- 
er, The statement is also made that 
there will be several tunnels on the 
proposed work, the one at a place 
called Hole-in-the-Wall being 2,200 feet 
long. 
Continued Throughout Winter. 


Although the Britieh Columbia see- 
tious of the Grand Trunk Pacifie arc 


always replete with interest to the 
public, as well as to the railway 
world, the latter are just now receiv- 


ing some very welcome news from the 


section of country traversed by the 
several contracts between Winnipeg 
and Edinonton. It is officially stated 


that track-laying had been continued 
fll winter, and this is in great contrast 
to lust year’s operations, which had 
to be suspended early in the season 


owing to the very great severity of 
the climate. Progress has been so 
satisfactory, however, that the an- 


nouncement is now made that out ol 
the 415 miles srom Poitage la Prairie 
to Saskatoon, 300 miles of track have 


already been laid on the Portage end, 
and about 70 miles from Saskatoon 
eastward, leaving a gap of 45 miles 


of steel to fill up, and that is becom 
ing shorter day by day, All the grad- 
ing on McDonald and McMillan «ce- 
tion, as well as that on the Canadan 
White company's contract, taking in 
the entire distance between Portage 
la Prairie and Saskatoon,of 415 miles, 
has! been completed for some time 
past, and the steel is being aid down 
by the railway company itself. 

The section from Saskatoon to Ed: 
wonton, 525 miles, was, as will be re- 
membered, given out a good deal lat 
er than the other contracts, but 
Messrs. Foley Brothers and Larsen, 
who are doing this part of the werk, 
pers already 200 mites of the grading’ 
ccomplished tnd it is expected that 
the whole will be completed into Ed- 
Monton in the carly summer, and that 
the tracklayers will follow close be- 
hind, . Tracklaying will all be com- 
pleted during the early summer from 
the capital o¢ Manitoba to the capital 
of Albeita, and by the time the erop is 
ready to move there can be no doubt 
whatever as to the Grand Trunk Pa- 
citie’s ability to bring down to Win-

RECALLS BOER WAR. 


Shot doel There Would Mave Been 
No War. 


London, Feb. 1l—Acecording te the 
statement by Carl Von Veltheim in 
the Old Bailey yesterday, during his 
trial for attempting to blackmail Bolly 
B, Joel, a well known capitalist, out 
of $80,000, his letter demanding money 
was merely a reminder that the Bar- 
nato firm, of whieh 8. B, Joel was a 
member, had to pay Veltheim for en- 
gineering the revolution in the Trans- 
vaal and he wanted $80,000. Joel tes- 
tified at length regarding other threat- 
ening letters that he received signed 
Kismet, and Veltheim admitted that 
he wrote them, 

“The one silly thing I ever did in 
my life,” he said, but pleaded that 
they were merely qritten to gratify 
Miss Caldecott, who had an animosity 
for Mr. Joel and wished to frighten 
him. Veltheim added that he had 
subsequently explained this to W. 
Jeol, a brother, and had reccisyd thi 
former's férgivencss. ; 

Veltheim made some dramatic state- 
ments on the stand. He told how he 
Was introduced to Barney Barnato in 
1806 by the minister of a South Am- 


erican state, whom he refused to 
name, Veltheim has been concerned 
in two South American revolutions 


and the minister whom he helped re- 
commended him to Barnato for his 
ability in dandling revolutionary 
movements, 

Plotted Against Kruger, 

The prisoner described an interview 
With Barnato whom he said wanted 
Paul Kruger, president of the Trans- 
vaal, removed. He asked Veltheim 
What, in his opinion, the revolution 
would cost and Veltheim suggested 
$2,500,000. Velffieim asked between 
$210,000 and $250,000 as his own tee, 
Barnato enjoined secreey and paid 
Velthetm at various intervals retain- 
ing fees amounting to $7,500. [Lt was] 
arranged at the final interview to con- 
tinue the preliminaries, but no report 
was to be made until the arrival of 
W. Jovi in South Africa. 

Barnato’s suicide vhortly followed 
and Veltheim decided to stay in South 
Alrica until W. Joel arrived, he eerv- 
meanwhile with the Mounted 


ing po- 
lice. After W. Joel's arrival Vdltheim 
had several interviews with him con- 
cerping thgir plan, W. J. Joel un- 


dertook to pay him $60,000, but raised 
difficulties about transferring this sum 
as the discovery of such a transaction 
would endanger all Barnato’s property 
in the Transvaal. Then came the 
final inteiview at which Veltheim shot 
W. Joel. 
Piot Ended in Marder. 

The court listened in deep silence 
while the prisoner volubly and dra- 
matically described how W. Joel in- 
sieted that Veltheim must go to Lon- 
dom ond promised him $60,000, and 
how W. Joel's: companion at a sign 
from Joel tried to shoot Veltheim; how 


Joel then drew his revolver, how Vel- 
theim tired in self-defense, killing W.- 
Joel, and how he was tried and aec- 
quitted on a charge of murder. 

“But for this shooting affair in 
Joel’s office,’ said Veltheim, ‘there 
would have been no war, beeause Pre- 
sident Kruger would have been forced 
out of the countr¥Y and another Boer 
president in his place.”

Von Veltheim, Says 1f He had Not, Dominion Officer Archibald Says Crim. 


inals Seldem Break Trust. 


Torontos Feb. 1k—Mr. W, P. Arehi- 
bald, Dominion parole officer, deliver- 
ed an interesting address on Criminal 
Anthropology from a Canadian View- 
point, before the Empire club of this 
city. Mr. Archibald is an authority 
on this subject. He gave many inter- 
esting figures of the criminal etatis- 
ues. 

Mr, Archibat) seid that the erimin- 
al was a facte: a life who wag here 
to stay. Canadian cities were hot- 
beds for the production oi criminals. 
He contended that the press should 
give the public something more than 
the sensational side of ¢riminal life. 
The general public should be more 
interested in criminalogical questions, 
for no reform of any valué could be 
accomplished without its co-opera- 
tion. The elements which enter into 
the reformation of a criminal were a 
healthy, discipline. good treatment, 
feiy dealing, the criminal’s recogni- 
tion of iis own criminality and his 
desire to réform, a recognition of the 
criminal as & human being by society, 
and a recognition of justice done, In 
any hopeful case, the clemency of a 
parole should not be withheld. 

The real criminal must be treated 
scientifically as well as from the view- 
point of religion, as both have their 
place in his redemption. The parole 
system has been in operation in Can- 
ada eight years, and it has been de- 
monstrated beyond doubt that it is 
beneficial. 

In the year ending Mareh 31, 1907, 
the total number of prisoners released | 
on parole was 28. From the year 1899 
to 1907, the number of paroles grant- 
ed was 1,045. In 1907 the number of 
paroles cancelled for non-compliance 
with conditions was 5, The number of 
sentences completed on parole was 
M7. The total number of paroles can- 
celled in eight years was 87, while in 
the same time the number of sentences 
completed on parole was 995. 

The daily average population of our 
prisons and penitentiaries for the 
year ending March 31, 1907, was 1,433. 
In 1898-99, it veached 1,447, the high- 


est average in the last fifteen years. 
About 17 per cent. of Canadian crim-| 
inals are absolutely illiterate. Total 
abstainers number 14 per cent.; the 


intemperate make up 42 per eent, of 
the whole class; while those of tem 
perate habits are 44 per cent Lads 
vader twenty years constitute 11 pei 
cent. of the totai. 

The nationalities of the criminals is 
an interesting aspect. Canadians num- 
bered in 1906-7, 875; British 221, other 
British countries 14, Americans 150, 
Italians 33, Auetria-Hungarians 25, 
Russians 21, Gepmans 19, Danish 17, 
Scandinavians 15, Chinese 14, French 
11, Japanese 3, other countries 7, Col- 
ored conviets mumbered 61, Mongol- 
ian 17, halfbreed Indian 21, Indian 
36, and white, 1,208, 

“The most depraved of our criminal 
class will respond to the touch of 
kindness,” said Mr. Archibald. ‘The 
treatinent of the criminal should. re- 
present the best thought and the best 
experiences of the age.”

A Co-onerative Farm and Store is 
Among the New Institutions of the 
Commercial Metropolis of Canada, 


Montreal, Feb. 10 —A 
farm, store and residence and a 
socialistic five cent restaurant are 
among recent additions to Montreal's 
varied institutions, The store, farm 
and residence are really identified 
with the Esperanto movement, of 
which A, St. Pierre, the court house 
stenographer, has been a most pro 
minent exponent for years past. He 
says, “I have taught over 1,000 poople 
to read Esperanto. 1 have delivered 
many lectures on the subject, and I 
found before long that those who took 
up the study of the language were 
generally thoughtful people, who soon 
er or later also embraced socialistic 
ideas, It came about that we organ 
ized a co-operative store for Esper 
antists. This has been operating for 
two years, but owing to a misdemeanor 
on the part of an employee it has been 
financially crippled lately. The co 
operative farts was just started las‘ 
tall, and is near Boucherville, below 
Montreal. During the winter half + 
dozen men have been employed on it 
but with the opening of spring the 
staff will be greatly increased. The 
farm consists of 270 acres and shoulk 
support 40 people. The members o 
the colony should own it, subject. t¢ 
certain obligationa during the lifetime 
of the vendor, after which it will b 
their property. The colony is being 
incorporated under the provincia 
laws as the “Ksperanto Co-operative 
Society.” 

Asked how far that would be man 
aged Mr. St. Pierre said: “The man 
ager and assistant have been appoint 
ed to direct. the work. Everyone wil 
receive board and clothes aud all re 


co-operative 


quisites. No wages will be paid, anc 
everything is being owned in com 
mon.”

Any even numbered ef Do- 
ninion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Previnces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
‘eserved, may be home-steaded by any 
vrson the sole head of a familys, or male 
ver 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
juarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
BSR. 

Application for homestead entry must 
Se made in person by the applicant at 
t Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
wntry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain con- 
litions by the father, mother, son, 
laughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
fice may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
ant, and if the land applied for is va- 
ani on receipt of the telegram such 
ipplication is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
vers to complete the transaction are re- 
eived by mail. 

In case of ‘“personation”’ of fraud the 
‘:pplicant will forfeit all priority of 
laim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled.

BANKS OF GANADA 
WORTH STUDYING 


Thirty-Five Institutions With Capital 
of $95,000,000 Handie Deposits of 
$650,000,000-— Emergency Circula- 


tion Expands and Shrinks as Oc- 
casion Demands, : 
Washington, Feb. 10.—There » 


something in the shrewdness, stabil- 
ity, and conservatism of the British 
business men which has made the 
Canadian banking system well worth 
study by those who believe we hav 
teached a point where we must hav: 
inere elasticity in our curreney oF 
suffer financial reverses in conse 
quence of the lack of it. 

Many people here are more or les 
shocked at the idea that any bank 
ean issue circulation without a deposit 
of specific collateral. Men of the old 
ten time refor back to “red dog’ anc 
“wild cat” currency, and shake thet: 
heads when it ix proposed that na 
tional banks shall issue notes having 
anything elsé behind them but the 
credit of the United States. 

It will surprise these people to lean 
that over in Canada, where they are 
supposed to be influenced by Britis! 
conservatism, a bank may issue it 
own totes up to the entire limit of it 
eapital without any security, whatevi 
except the general credit of the bank 

Notes Lien on Resources, 

The notes are secured by a redemp 
tion fund, and in addition to that the; 
constitute «a first lien on the resource 
of the bank, so that every time a not 
is issued it reduces the security of the 
deposits by just that amount. 

All these things are somewhat ab 
horrent to the existing system in th 
United States, because here a bani 
can issue no circulation except upoi 
the security of a government band 
and depositors are tortified by an ac 
tual cash reserve of from 15 to 25 pe 
cent of the total deposits. 

It is generally stated by all author 
ties that the bank circulation of Can 
ada is particularly adaptable to thy 
varying commercial needs of th 
country, On September 39 last, thi 
circulation amounted approximately 
to $80,000,000, while the capital, su: 
plus, and undivided profits amounte: 
to about $165,000,000, At the sanx 
time the deposits aggregated $650,000 
009. 

These figures show that on a nom 
nal capital of about $95,000,000, thirty 
five Canadian banks successfully man 
aged a deposit account of $650,000,000 


to which was added a circulation © 
$80,000,000. 
This shows the expansion of th 


use of capital when applied to banks 
the liabilities in the way of circulatio 
and deposits being more than seve 
limes as great as the caprtal investe: 
in the business, 

Canada Home of Free Banking. 

Canada jis the American home < 
free banking, and from the banke:

Their scheme of a tew centra 
banks with a multiplicity of branche 
does not come about from any mon 
poly of the banking business, bu 
through regulation in the amount © 


capital. 
The law of 1890, which reorgan 
ized Canadian banks, provides tha 


each must have a minimum capital « 
$500,000, whereas in this country w' 
encourage the organization of counts 
institutions with $25,000 capital fo 
the purpose of supplying local needs 
The result is that few new banks ar 
not oiten established in Canada. 

Supervision is Not Rigid. 

One would suppose that owing t 
the small number of authorized bank 
in the Dominion government superviy 
sion would be much more rigid tha: 
in this country. The contrary is sai 
to be the case. 

Those who have studied the Cana 
dian banking system, insist that the 
weakest point is its lack of  officia 
supervision. They used to have 
great many failures in Canada, and 
they don’t have many now, so that 
perhaps the publication of reports by 
the great central banks is sufficien 
protection for the public. 

There is another thing in the Canu 
dian banking system which, at firs 
sight, seems to be heretical so fa: 
as safe banking methods are concern 
ed. This is what called th 
“liquid’’ reserve. . 

In this country the national bank 
uct requires ordinary banks to carr) 
15 per cent. and reserve banks  2¢ 
per cent. of their deposits in their own 
vaults as reserve. 

On its face this seems like a sensible 
proposition. On the other hand, the 
reserve is of no value unless it ean 
be paid out. We require the banks 
to keep on deposit a certain amount 
of money to pay their depositors and 
yet the minute they begin to pay they 
violate the law. 

No Reserve Limit Fixed. 

Under the Canadian system “‘liquid’ 
reserves no sum is epecified™ by th: 
general law. A bank is required t 
hold 40 per cent. of its reserve in 
logal tender notes of the Dominion 
whieh correspond in some degree with 
our greenbacks, 

There is no provision, however, as 
to the total amount the reserve banks 
must hold against their deposits. In

How Banks Issue Circulation, 


Now as regards the circulation of 


Canada In the first place, any 
bank may issue notes payable on de 
mand to an amount not exceeding its 
paid-up capital. 


These notes are of the denomination 


of five dollars and multiples thereof 
In the event of insolvency, all thes: 
notes are preferred liens upon all of 
the assets in the bank at that time 
They must be paid off before the de 
position or other creditors  reaeive 
anything at all. 

There is a provision, however, fo 
the payment of notes in another way 
~by the ereation of a special redemp- 
tion fund, along the lines provided in 
the Fowler bill. 

Each bank is required to contribute 
to this redemption fund 5 per cent. of 
its average circulation, 

Whenever payments 
be made to redeem the notes of an in 
solvent bank, they are made pro rata 
from the account of each good bank 
On the amount contributed by each 
bank interest is allowed by the gov 
ernment, and losses are made up by 
the payments, not exceeding 1 per 
cent. per annum the outstanding 
circulation, 

In this way a redemption fund iy 
provided “which practically — relieves 
the banks themselves of the burden of 
providing for their notes and which, 
in the long run, protects deposits as 
well as note holders, 

Failed Bank's Notes Draw Interest. 
One of the peculiar features of th 
Canadian circulation svetem is that in 
“ise of insolvency the notes of a e@us- 
pended bank bear interest at the nat: 
oa 5 per cent. per annum until nétiec 
tas been given by the government’o: 
ts readiness to redeem them. The re 
sult itthat when a bank fails itsnotes 
instead of pouriug in for redemption 
are eagerly seized npon as interest 

bearing investinents 

In that way, if a bank has a lot oi 
slow assets, during its time of liquida 
tion it can keep its notes out as lone 
is necessary without being embarres 
sed by the preference given to that 
form of debt 

It has been supposed by many peo 
ple in this country that an elastic 
currency cannot be secured unless a 
tax is imposed upon it so heavy that 
it becomes impossible to keep it out 
except when there is pressing demand 
for funds. 

This principle is entirely at variance 
with ¢the experience of Canadian 
banks. It is declared by those in 
position to «now that the circulation 
of the Dominion is absolutely respou 
sive to the demands of commerce. 
They have cnditions over there sub 
stantially the same as those which 
prevail on this side of the line. That

ERA OF CHEAPER 
MONEY EXPECTE 


The Lesser Volume of Trade Is 
Decreasing the Demand for Cur. 
rency, 


According to mail and hewepaper 
advices, the indications are that mon- 
ey will be more ple: ‘nl and cheaper 
in London than it las been for some 
time, One correspondent writes as 
follows : 

A remarkable change has come over 
the money market. yd not since 1878 
has a reduction « 3 per cent, taken 
place in our buy! rate in. the short 
spice of three wo When 1007 wa 
drawing to an end, the most that was 
hoped was a fall from 7 to 6 per cent, 
sometiine in the following January, 


with possibly a further reduction: ot 
5 per cent, by February, Any one 


who had predicted a four per cent, 
rate in the third week of the New 
Year would have been scoffed at, yet, 


thanks to the extraordinarily rapid 
Imaprovement in the financial situa- 
tion in the United States, and the 


resulting fall in the value of money 
at all the leading centres, coupled 
with an abnormally favorable trade 
balance in this country, the unexpect- 
ed has happened. If. as is hoped, a 
portion of the gold which we had to 
send to America last year is returned 
to us, and if the shrinkage in trade 
continues, it seems that, taking into 
account the growing output of . the 
Transvaal mines, nothing can prevent 
money from becoming very cheap in- 
deed in the course of the year, It is 
true that we owe France about a mil- 
110n more than we did a year ago, that 
we must send a good deal of gold to 
South Ameries: unless New York does 
so on our ‘behalf instead, and that our 
short loan market is still largely tin- 
anced by Japanese money, Still, un-

GUILTY OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Albert N. MeRachern, a twenty year 
old youth, from Charlottetown, P.B.1., 
was found guilty by the jury at the 
Supreme Court yesterday of em bez- 
sling the sum of $700 in the fall of 
1906, the property of the Ross Me- 
Donald Company of Strathcona. He 
is now in custody at the RN, W. M.| 
P, guard room, and will he sentenced 
shortly by Mr, Justice Harvey along 
with the other prisoners found guilty | 
at the present assizes of criminal of- 
fences, 

This is the eighth and last criminal 
case to be heard at the spring assizes 
of the Supreme Court here unless 
Herman Krone is brought wp for trial 
on the charge of shooting Jolin Brusha 
at Morinville on Jan, Sist, Of the 
eight cases, the aecused in four in-| 
stances were found guilty, the other| 
cases being dismissed, In the case of 
Rex vs, Liseum, theft, the aceused 
i pleaded guilty, In Rex vs. Donnelly, 
cattle shooting, the accused was ne- 
quitted, In Rex vs. Bamber, rape, 
the accused wae found guilty, In Rex 
vs. Burns, Carrying concealed weapon, 
the aceused was dismissed, In Rex 
ve. Zipple, cattle shooting, the acecus- 
ed was found guilty In Rex vs. 
Bunn, attempting to kill, the accused 
was acquitted, In Rex vs, Morgan, 
setting fires and fraud, the aceused 
was dismissed, and in Rex. va, Me- 
Eachern, embeagzlement, the accused, 
was found guilty, Liseum, Bamber, 
Zipple and MeEachern will be sen- 
tenced shortly. 

When the ease against MeEachern 
was resumed in the Supreme Court 
yesterday afternoon, the accused, the 
only witness for the defence, was put 
in the witness box, He stated that 
he came out west from his home in 
Charlottetown, P.E.7., when _ fifteen 
years of age. He met the complain- 
ant, W. W. Ross, in British Columbia, 
and entered into partnership with him 
and another man in the Calgary Trad- 
ing Company, investing $500 in this 
business, After operating for some 
time the business was wound up, and 
the accused came to Strathcona, 
where Mr, Ross was living. He em- 
barked with the complainant in a 
business venture in Vegreville, buying 
potatoes. He had written agree- 
ment, but eonsidered that he was in 
equal partnership with Mr. Ross 
Later he eame to Strathcona and was 
employed by the Ross MeDonald Co, 
When Mr Ross bought out the other 
members of the firm accused stated 
that he took him into partnership al- 
though his name did not appear in 
the business, 

In October, 1906, McEachern 
sent to British Columbia to purchase 
apples provided he could land them 
in Strathcona for $1.50. When he got 
to New Westminster he heard that 
he could buy apples at Chilliwack, 
B.C., for 80c, He «accordingly wrote 
the conipany, aiid later wir i them to 
send him the mowey. Mr, Ross for- 
warded $700 to him at New Westmin- 
ster, He then htard that he could 
not buy apples at Chilliwack very 
cheap, and that thé price added to the 
“reieht would britig the price f.0.b. 
Stratheona ¢ than $1.50, so he 
did not ‘buy He could not tell 
the court, however, what the freight 
rate to Strathcona was, He said he 
had not enquired at the time, but 
remembered it from the previous yeat 
when he was connected with the Cal- 
gary Trading Company 

After he found the price of apple 
was too high, he went on to Vancou- 
ver, and from thenee to Seattle. He 
then paid a three months’ yisit, to hi 
old home in Charlottetown, Shortly 
after he returned to British Columbia 
he was arrested, . 

In charging the jury in connection 
with the ease, Mr, Justice Harvey 
stated that if they considered that Me 
Eachern was an equal partner with 
Ross in the Ross MeDonald Co., they 
might aequit the accused, but if they 
did not consider that he was a part 
uer, then according to the evidence 
they might convict, 

After deliberating for half an hour 
the jury returned a verdict of guilty 
with a recommendation for the len- 
iency of the court on account of the 
prisoner's youth, The judge then dis- 
miseed the jury, remarking that he 
sntirely agreed with their verdict,
